was Dick who first saw 


George Andrew McMahon, 34, <.«- 
centric journalist, aim a pistol at 
King Edward as the young mon- 
arch led a parade 
of his 
foot 


guardsmen down Constitution Hill. 


Dick sprang- unhesitatingly on 


McMahon, knocked the pistol from 
his hand with a backhand blow, 
and grappled with him, facing the 


gaping muzzle of the assassin's 
weapon. 


It took Scotland Yard nearly '24 


hours to get the real story of the 
attempt to kill the most popular 
king in the world. But today Dick 
was lionized throughout the United 
Kingdom. 


Honored With King 


He took it modestly, and sharing 


honors with him was King Ed- 
ward, who from the moment he 
glanced from his charges over his 
left shoulder to see the pistol aim- 
ed at him gave no sign that he 
considered the incident anything 
but part of the job of a King, for 


which he had been grommed since 
birth. 


Dick, 
after 
seeing 
McMahon 


safely in custody, rushed off to his 
work; the King did a bit of work 
and went out to play golf. 


Dick and the King went about 


their normal activities today. Mc- 
Mahon, the third figure in

testing that he really meant no 
harm to King Edward.

Sudan grass 


is resistant to drought, grows vig- 
orously, and is a dependable sum- 
mer pasture or emergency 
hay 


crop. 
Objections to the crop on 


account of the4 difficulty of gift- 
ting a good stand are largely re- 
moved by the use of good seed, 


good seedbed preparation, and by 
shallow covering of the seed. 


Twenty to 25 pounds of seed per 


acre can be sown with a grain drill 
set to sow two pecks.

driils will not sow quantities that 
small, the seed may be mixed with 
equal amounts of cracked corn and 
the drill can be set to sow one 
bushel.

How Trouble Occurs in Kidney Functioning

WE SAW yesterday that in its 


essentials the kidney Is an organ 
where the blood vessels break up 
into a set of loops, so that all the 


blood

It is as if each kidney cell were 


s. little man with a pump or vac- 
uum cleaner which ha dipped into 
a blood stream polluted with all 
the waste products of food and tis- 
sue breakdown, and the pumps or 
vacuum cleaners were selective in 
their action on these wastes and 
pumped them out. 


With this picture In mind, it Is 


easy to visualize the way that 
trouble may occur in the function 
of the kidneys. One simple thing 
Is that it may happen that there 
Is just too much deleterious waste 
product formed for the kidney to 
excrete all of it. This happens Jn 
acute poisoning- of any kind and 
also when, in the course of bodily 
functions, there is a diminution of 
the alkali reserve and aciil prod- 
ucts accumulate in large enough 
quantities to justify the term, acl- 
dosis. 


One of the most Important func- 


tions of the Kidney is to maintain 
the acid-alkali balance of the body 
by eliminating acids. The urine Is 
normally acid in reaction as a re- 
sult, of this function. 


A second, way In which the func- 


tions or tne Kioney can ran is 101- 
lowing- the thickening1 of the wall 
of the arteries. The tuft of artery 
that spread the blood out In a 
thin film for the kidney cells to 
work on has normally very thin 
walls so the waste materials can 
go through. If the arterial wall 
thickens, there will be a corre- 
sponding difficulty in this exchange. 
Of course, the arteries all over the 
body thicken also, so the kidney 
trouble is only part of the general 
condition, 
which 
includes high 


blood pressure and heart damage. 
The process is very chronic, pain- 
less and may go on unnoticed for 
years. 


Change Causes Inefficiency 


Finally, if any change occurs in 


the kidney cells lining the little 
blood vessels — if the man at the 
pump or vacuum cleaner faila — 
there will be a reduction in kid- 
ney efficiency, amounting to com- 
plete 
failure 
sometimes. These 


cells are particularly sensitive to 
certain chemicals; for Instance, 
mercury, and mercury poisoning, 
whether accidental or deliberate 
for suicidal purposes, Is always ac- 
companied 
by 
these 
kidney 


changes. The cells are also par- 
ticularly sensitive to certain in- 
fections — for 
Instance, scarlet 


fever— and for that reason the lit- 
tle patient with scarlet fever ia 
especially watched on that score. 


If the waste products are not 


eliminated, they naturally accumu- 
late in the blood, each with ita 
special 
manifestation. Thus, 
if 


water is not removed, it accumu- 
lates in the tissues in the form ol 
dropsy.
